COVER CROPS 

Many people, especially those who 
are having their first experience 
with winter cover crops, wait too 
late to turn under. Vetch and winter 
peas should be turned under when 
from ten to twelve inches high. But 
clover may be turned under even 
earlier. It is especially important 
not to wait too late, because the mass 
of stuff may become so thick it will 
be nearly impossible to turn under 
and have it rot in time to grow a 
crop. Cover orops improve the soil; 
they protect the soil against leaching 
and erosion during the winter 
months. Cover crops when turned 
under add organic matter to the soil. 
Legume crops such as vetch and 
crimson clover add nitrogen to the 
soil when used for green manure. 
It is better to sow grasses in the fall \ 
with the cover crops than in the 
spring. Legumes such as red clover, 
white clover, korean lespedeza should 
be sowed in small grain cover crops 
in the late winter or early spring. I 
Cover crops provide winter pasture. |
